ORCHARDS STORY 


To Prove The Testi- 
mony True 


eed 


Boise, Idaho, June 15--The trial of 
Wm. D. Haywood for the murder cf 
Former Gov. Steunenberg, was resum- 
ed at 9.30 a.m., with L. B. Guibbiny, 
dairyman of San Francisco, on the 


stand, 

Guibbiny introduced yong 4 Orch: 
ard, known os “Barry” to the serv- 
ants in the Bradley houschold. He 
said that Orehard came to his store 
and hung around and spent consider- 
able money. Orchard asked questions 
about the Bradley househild, asked to 
be introduced to the servants and ask- 
ed Guibbiny to get him a room in 
the neighborhood. Guibbiny saw 
Orchard moving his luggage the night 
before the Bradley house was dyna- 
mited. He also saw the poisoned 
milk. Guibbiny described the result 
of the bomb Orchard placed at the 
front door leading to the Bradley 
apartments in Washington street. The 
whole front of the house was blown 
out. Guibbiny said he saw Orchard 
at hia store the day the explosion oc- 
curred. The defence moved to strike 
out the testimony of the witness as 
not connecting Haywood with the of- 
fence charged, but was over-ruled. At- 
torney Darrow, on cross-examination 
devoted himself to learning the con- 
ditions under which the witness was 
brought to Boise to testify. Guibbiny 
said the detectives told him he had 
to come to Boise and there was no use 
trying to dodge it.” “So they were 
going to kidnap you,’’ commented 
Darrow, “No. sir,” snid the witness, 
“they just told me I had to come.” 
Guibbiny got $200 for expenses, Guib- 
biny said Orchard told him he lived 
by gambling at night. He slept 
days. 

The prosecution then called Hull 
McClaughry, assistant postmaster at 
San’ Frayeisco, who was interrogated 
as to a registered letter Orchard said 
he received from Pettibone while in 
San Francisco. Orchard said he was 
going by the name of “John Demp- 
sey,” at the time and Pettibone used 
the name of “J Wolff’ in transmit- 
ting the letter which contained $100. 

The prosecution devoted itself this 
morning to further corroboration of 
the testimony of Harry Orchard rela- 
tive to the two attempts of the life of 
Fred Bradley at San Francisco and in 
an endeavor to directly connect Pet- 
tibone with Orchard’s work, It was 
again shown that Orchard loitered 
around the Bradley home, engaged a 
room nearby and met Bradely’s serv- 
ants. He was seen’ moving his ef- 
fects the night before the explosion 
and he was traced to the house again 
afterwards. Then the state by the 
records of the United States post of- 
fices at San Francisco and Denver 
traced a registered letter from ‘J. 
Wolff,” at 1725 Steve street, Denver, 
which was the address of Pettibone’s 
store to R .J. Dempsey at San Fran- 
cisco sent in August, 1904, when Orch- 
ard was there to kill Bradley. Demp- 
sey was the alias used by Orchard in 
San Francisco. Orchard swore this 
letter contained $100, 

Clarence L. Harrah, who was cage- 


man at the Vindicator mine when 
Orchard said he placed the mine 
there, was under cross-examination 


when the court took a recess at noon 
until 1.30 p.m. 

The prosecution presented a contin- 
uous thread of evidence connecting 
George Pettibone’s store in Denver 
with Orchard at San Francisco, while 
the latter was occupied in the Brad- 
ley murder plot, partly developed in 
direct line by which it is hoped to 
show that Haywoood engaged and 
paid Steve Adams for the same des- 
uerate work, and added special evid- 
ence of Orchard’s general story. Of- 
ficers of the post offices at Ban Fran- 
cisco and Denver produced original 
records showinig that in August, 1904, 
a registered letter was sent under the 
name of “J. Wolf,” from the address 
of Pettibone’s store in Denver to “J, 
Dempsey,” at the Golden West hotel 
in San Franciseo. Orehard swore that 
he stayed at the Golden West hotel 
under an alias that was either 
“Dempsey,” or “Hogan,” that Petti- 
bone used the alias of “Wolf,” and 
“Pat Bone,” and that under the name 
of “Wolf” Pettibone in the month 
mentioned sent him a registered let- 
ter containing $100 to pay his expens- 
es while he was attempting to kill 
Bradley. Police officers of Ogden es-' 
tablished the arrest there in June 
1903, of Steve Adams and A. T. Wil- 
liams. The two were found inside a 
sealed eastbound car loaded with 
fruit. When arrested for trespass cach 
was found to have a brace of re- 
volvers. On being released through 
the influence of a detective, to whom 
Adams appealed as a Mason, they 
went straight to the office of the West- 
ern Union, it was testified, and tele- 
graphed to Haywood in Denver. 

The defence headed off an attempt 
to get the contents of this telegram 
before the jury, but the state indicat- 
ed that later it would further develop 
the incident when it had broadened 
its foundation. The state, through 
an official of the Western Union, pro- 
duced the original of the telegram 
supposed to have been sent by Attor- 
ney F. Miller ,of Pokana, now re- 
corded as one of the Haywood coun- 
sel, to Orchard before the latter wae 
arrested at Caldwell for the Stuenen- 
berg marder, but did not introduce it, 
because its identification is still in- 
sufficient. The state also obtained an 
order of court directing the Western 
Union to produce its records showing 
that Huywood sent money to Adams 
at Ogden. When testimony bearing 
on Ogden was introduced Bteve Ad- 
ams was brought into court under 
guard to be identified, Adams name

Fifteen Thousand Cattle Have 
Already Been Rounded Up 


(Special Staff Correspondence.) 

Lethbridge, June 16,—The six out- 
fits that have assembled here within 
the last week have all crossed their 
cattle to the north shore of the Belly 
river, and have moved on to sweep 
the southwestern portion of the coun- 
try, while the other two outfits are 
driving their bunches of cattle up 
from the Medicine Hat district, and 
will probably cross the river much 
further cast than Lethbridge. 

In all about fifteen thousand cattle 
have been rounded up, eight thous- 
and of which were crossed by the six 
outfits at Lethbridge. Of these four 
thousand were swag across the river 
by the Circle ranch, while thousands 
were crossed in the early morning on 
the bridge at Lethbridge, owing to 
the river being so high. 

The beef commission, which was in 
session at Lethbridge at the time, 
drove out on Thursday afternoon to 
se¢e a couple of bunches of cattle, the 
trip being arranged for them by Mr. 
W. C. Simmons, M.P.P. 

Only about one third of the terri- 
tory to be worked by the Southern 
Alberta round-up has been covered, 
and it will not be complete before 
the middle of July, when the dipping 
of thousands of cattle will take place, 
to be followed shortly after by the 
beef round-up, 

So far as yet ascertained, the losses 
are lighter than expected, but an ac 
curate estimate can only be had some 
weeks hence, toward the close of the 
general round-up. The territory stgll 
to be worked by these Southern Al- 
berta cattlemen, contains, ordinarily, 
the largest proportion of their herds. 

The other round-ups in Medicine 
Hat districts and on the C. P, R. 
lands, about the Big Bow, while also 
quite large, consist of fewer outfits, 
and will work smaller herds.

PLEADS GUILTY OF FORGERY. 


Fred Wright, who was arrested in 
Edmonton some days ago, and was 
taken back to Winnipeg, pleaded 
guilty to a charge of having secured 
by means of forgery some $220 from 
the grain firm of McLaughlin & Ellis, 
by whom,he was employed as agent 
at Killarney, Man., to one of obtain- 
ing about $300 by making false en- 
tries in his employers’ books and one 
of stealing outright $103. He was re- 
manded at the request of McLaughlin 
& West, the complainants, until next 
Tuesday for sentence. 

Wright was arrested in Edmonton, 
where he came about the middle of 
last October, a few days after he had 
duped his employers. He is well 
known in Winnipeg and Kilarney, and 
was never before, so far as is known 
here, involved in any shady» deal- 
ings. 

Most of the money was secured by 
forgiing grain tickets, and by making 
false entries of alleged grain pur- 
chases. All of the defacations were 
committed on Oct. 3, and the name 
forged was A. Morrison, of Killarney. 
It is said that Wright's friends will 
make restitution,

NEW TREATIES 


Agreements With France and 


Spain Safeguarding Euro- 
pean Possessions

Paris, June 16.—The news of the 
signing of treaties by France and 
Spain and Groat Britain and Spain, 
mutually guaranteeing the integrity 
of their respective coasts, and their 
insular and colonial possessions in 
the east Atlantic and Mediterranean, 
and which was immediately officially 
denied, was fully confirmed by M. 
Pichon, minister of foreign affairs 
himself. The fact that at the time 
the news was published he had not 
communicated with the Powers, led 
to his former denial, 

As soon as the terms of the French- 
Spanish treaty were settled Spnin 
opened pour-parlers for an identical 
agreement with Great Britain, where- 
by British holdings, such as Gibral 
tar and Malta might be made equally 
secure. The text of the three-corner- 
ed agreement thus resulting will 
shortly be published. No general 
military convention accompanied the 
arrangement, but urevisson is made 
with the motherlands to the respec- 
tive territories included in the agree- 
ment, 

The double arrangement, although 
quite distinct as between France and 
Spain and Great Britain and Spain, 
is identical in terms. It is regarded 
here as a fitting couplement to the 
similar ententes b.tween Great Brit- 
ain and France and France and Ja- 
pan.

Baron Uxihill, of Russia, Will Be in 
Attendance at the Convention this 
Week.

Among them will be severa of the 
denominational leaders, not least cf 
whom will be Baron and Baroness 
Uixkill, of Russia, two members of 
the nobility of the czar’s domain who 
are taking a very active part in Chris- 
tian work in their native country and 
are at present making a tour of Am- 
erica, visiting Ruasian colonies in 
both Canada and the United States 
and attending Baptist gatherings sueh 
as the one to be held in Edmonton 
this week. 

Baron Uixkill is the present head 
of a noble family which emigrated to 
the Russian empire from German 
seven hundred years ago. His wife is 
a daughter of the Baroness Stakkle- 
bury, whose family figured in the Rua- 
so-Japanese war. They have an ex- 
tensive estate in northern Russia and 
a large tenantry of poasants. 

The Baron is said to be a preacher 
of great power and effectiveness and 
has a good command of the English 
language. He is billed to speak in 
the First Baptist church next Sun- 
day morning and in the Stratheona 
Baptist church on the evening of the 
same day.

Patrick Connors, leader of the 
strikers, broke down and wept when 
compelled to make the acknowledy- 
ment that the men were beaten. 
There was a moment of sibence and 
then the hall rang with eheers for the 
leader, while many of the men who 
ad faced privation in the effort to 
win their demands hurried to the 
platform, shook Connors by the 
hand, and assured him that he had 
made a good fight. 

More than 12,000 of the  originai 
20,000 strikers who remained firm will 
return to work today, It is believed 
ail of the men will secure their old 
jlaces, but they must return for the 
“site pay they received when they 
went on strike, thirty cents an hour, 
They had demanded an increase of 
ten cents, The strike has lasted 
tivarly six weeks, and was a great 
cial loss to the steamship com- 
es and to the workers. The loss 
in wages to the longshoremen has 
been close to a million dollars,

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CZAR DISSOLVES DUMA 
AND ORDERS ELECTION 


Announces That Duma Failed Because Non Re- 
presentative and Modifies Election Laws to 
Meet the Case.---Seven Hundred Arrests 
in’ St Petersburg Yesterday 


St. Petersburg, June 16.—The Czar 
has dissolved the Duma. The presses 
of the official gazette were held open 
for the announcement. Active pre- 
parations for the dissolution included 
an order from General Dracheffski 
Prefect of St. Petersburg, addressed 
to the municipal press, announcing 
that the publication of any article 
inimical to the government will be 
considered a misdemeanor punishable 


by a fine of $1,500 and three months’! . 
t| pin. 


imprisonment. This is the mos 
drastic measure proclaimed against 
the press since the days of the black 
reaction, and if it is enforced it will 
entail the suspension of every liberal 
newspaper in St. Petersburg. The 
Socialist Tovianch has already thrown 
up the sponge and will not attempt 
to appear this ite feeling that 
suppression is inevitable. Over 700 
atrests were made in &t,. Petersburg 
yesterday. . 

The following is the full text of the 
Emperor’; niaflifesto; 

“We, Nicholas II.,’ by the grace of 
God, Emperor of All the Russians, 
Oscar of Poland, Grand Duke of 
Finland, ete., declares to all our 
faithful subjects that, in conformity 
with our ordér and! instructions since 
the dissolution of the first white 
Duma, our government, has adopted 
a series of successive measures to 
pacify the country and establish the 
affairs of state in regular course. The 
second Duma convened by us was 
summoned to contribute according to 
our sovereign will, to the pacification 
of Russia, principally by the work 
of legislation without which the ‘ife 
of a state and perfection of its ad- 
ministration is impossible; next by 
an examination of the budget of re- 
venue and expenditure which en- 
sures regularity in national finances; 
and finally by the national use of the 
right of addressing interpellations to 
the government with a view to ¢s- 
tablishing everywhere truth and jus- 
tice, 

“Entrusting these “tasks to the 
elected representatives, the nation 
yiaced upon them by that trust a 
1edvy responsibility, and it | was 
their sacred duty to use their rights 
in wise labor for the welfare and the 
strengthening of the Russian state. 
Such were our ideas and desires when 
we gave to the nation new principles 
for the life of the state. | 

“To our sorrow a considerable sec- 
tion of the second Duma failed to 
justify our expectations. It was not 
with the will or desire to strengthen 
Russia and perfect her new adminis- 
tration that the right of interpelling 
was transformed by a considerable 
party in the Duma into a means cf 
fighting. age ernment, and 
exciting distrust toward it among 
large classes of people. 

“Lastly an act was com:mitted un- 
heard of in the annals of history. 
The judicial authorities discovered a 
plot by a section of the Duma against 
the State and power of the Czar, but 
when our government demanded the 
exclusion, until judgment had _ been 
passed, of 55 members of the Duma 
implicated in the crime and the ar- 
rest of those among them most com- 
promised, the Duma failed to carry 
out immediately the lawful demand of 
the authorities, which admitted of no 
delay. 

“All this compelled us by ukase to 
the senate to dissolve the second 
Duma, fixing September 14th as the 
date of convention of a new Duma, 
believing, however, in the patriotism 
and national spirit of our naticn. 

“We find the cause of failure on 
the two occasions of activity in the 
Duma in the fact that owing to the 
work and imperfection ‘of electoral 
laws the legislative institution was 
composed of members who were not 
truly representatives of the needs and 


desires of the people, Consequent-|~ 


ly, while leaving in force all the 
rights granted our subjects by the 
manifesto of October 30th, 1905, and 
the laws, we have decided to modify 
the procedure of chosing elective 
representatives of people to the 
Duma, in order that each, section of 
the people ,may;hayve its own repre- 
sentatives, 

The Duma was summoned tostreng- 
then the Russian State and. ought to 
be Russian in spirit. Other na- 
tionalities dorming part of the empire 
ought to have representatives cf 
their needs in the Duma, but they 
ought not to eppear and shall not 
appear in such number as will make 
it possible for them to be arbitrators 
on questions which are purely Rus- 
sian, 

“Within the confines of the state, 
where the people have not attained 
sufficient eclvic development, the 
elections to the Duma must be tem- 
porarily suspended. 

“All these electoral modifications 
could not have been introduced in 
the customary legislative way by the 
Ruma, whose composition is recog- 
nized by us to be unsatisfactory by 
reason Of imperfection of the proce- 
dure for election of members of the 
Duma, It is only to the power 
which gave the first electoral law, the 
historie power of the Czar, that the 
right of abrogating that law and re- 
acing it by a new law belongs. God 
bas given us the power of Czar over 
our people. It is before his throne 
we shall answer for the destinies cf 
the Russian State. Believing this, 
we have made a firm resolution to 
carry on to the very end wwe great 
work begun by us oi the reformation 
of Russia. We give Russia a new 
electoral law, and order its promulga- 
tion in the Senate. From our faith- 
ful subjects we look for united and 
vigorous service in the direction in- 
dicated by us for the country whose 
sons have been in all times the firm 
support of its strength, its greatness 
and its glory.”
